Hester  tries  to  enlist  them  in  the  work  of  his  own  congre¬ 
gation  or  some  other  Baptist  church.  If  they  are  of  another 
denomination,  he  tells  them  of  a  location  of  a  church  of 
their  faith  and  then  telephones  the  pastor  to  contact  the 
family. 

We  suggest  that  other  Christians  follow  the  example 
of  Mr.  Hester.  Whatever  our  work  may  be,  we  come  in 
contact  with  people.  And  that’s  the  best  place  to  do  per¬ 
sonal  witnessing.  ■

must  be  performed  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  It  is  true,  however, 
that  many  of  the  people  who  commit  themselves  in  our 
meetings  are  already  church  jnembers  —  something  like 
fifty  or  sixty  per  cent.  Most  of  these  are  people  who  have 
their  names  on  a  church  roll  but  are  not  faithful  and  loval 
in  the  church,  who  probably  attend  church  only  i-arely  and 
who  have  lost  their  interest  in  spiritual  matters.  To  bring 
back  one  of  these  people  is  just  as  important  a*"to  get  an 
outsider  to  Christ.  I  think  most  pastors  would  agree  with 
this.  Every  church  has  a  great  list  of  people  who  -break 
the  heart  of  the  pastor  by  their  absence  from  the  services 
-or  by  the  nature  of  the  personal  lives  that  they  live  dur¬ 
ing  the  week.  Even  if  we  reached  none  outside  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  tlie  church,  it  re  mv  observation  gained  from 
discussion  with  hundreds  of  ministers,  that  these  meetings 
would  still  be  worth  while.  The  new  vision  the  meetings 
give  to  the  faithful  church  attendees,  and  the  restoration 
they  brmg  to  hundreds  whose  names  are  on  a  church  roll 
but  who  have  wandered  far  from  the  teachings  of  Christ 
and  loyalty  to  the  church,  certainly  underscore  their 
value.”

—  We  are  a  great  body  of  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  ^Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  Our  distances  are 
great  now  and  our  people  more 
heterogeneous  tha  never.  Once 
we  were  small  farmers  and 
share  croppers  in  a  definite 
geographical  section  of  this 
country.  We  were  of  one  gen¬ 
eral  cultural  character.  Our 
cities  grew  out  of  our  own 
country-bred  folk,,  •' 

Now  in  every  way  we  are 
different.  The  geographical  si¬ 
tuation  has  expanded  until 
thete  are  no  lines  of  demarca¬ 
tion.  We  have  become  even  in 
this  original  section  an  indus¬ 
trial  folk  as  well  as  rural.  In 
■e-rtriltinn  we  have  embraced 
peoples  of  such  ilillf rum  alti- 
tudes  toward  life  and  of  such 
different  patterns  that  we  are 
no  longer  the  same.  Traditions 
which  grew  out  of  varying 
backgrounds  confront  us  on 
several  fronts. 

Our  leadership  situation  has 
rreatly  changed

in  a  role  different  from  the 
leader  who  is  a  part  of  his  en¬

Need  Other’s  Viewpoint 

Another  factor  in  under¬ 
standing  is  that  of  placing  one¬ 
self  in  the  other  person's  place. 
We  cannot  do  this  very  well, 
for  we  often  imagine  ourselves 
to  be  heroes  in  a  different  en¬ 
vironment.  Actually  most  of  us 
would  adjust  to  the  conditions 
of  our  immediate  community 
both  in  form  and  -  In  content 
I'm  told  that  a  mountain  near 
the  eastern  seaboard  divides 
the  two  schools  of  thought  on 
Inversion.  Preachers  pass 
from  one  side  to-#nollil'l  ilung- 
lng-  polity  as  they  cross  the 
mountain.  This  may  be  an  exag¬ 
geration,  but  It  is  characteris¬ 
tic  of  jjnost  of  us.  We  adapt  our 
conviction*  to  our  environ¬ 
ment. 

Must  Understand  New 
Problems 

We  must  try  to  understand 
the  problems  confronting  new 
churches  in  new  areas.  They

Sunday 
School  Lesson 

For  February  12,  1950 
By  Dr.  Clifton  J.  Allen 
Bible  Text:  Luke  18:114 

“Jesua  prayed  at  every  major 
crisis  in  his  earthly  life,  and 
Hved  always  in  conscious 
communion  with  the  Father. 
He  encouraged  his  followers  to 
pray,  and  he  taught  them  how 
to  pray  with  acceptance  and 
power  before  God.  Luke  alone 
gives  us  the  two  parables  about 
prayer  which  we  are  to  study. 
These  parables  emphasize  two 
great  lesaoaB:  persistence  in 
prayer  and  humility  in  prayer. 
There"  are  also  other  teachings 
Included  in  these  parables,  but 
it-  is  of  urgent  importance  for 
Christians  to  apply  the  central 
truths  of  these  parables  to  their 
-  own  prayer_  life  and  seek  to 
achieve  more  ofTHe  unmeasur¬ 
ed  potentiality  in  prayer. 

PERSISTENCE  IN  PRAYER. 
This  parable  seems  to  have  a 
direct  connection  with  Jesus' 
teaching  about  the  .coming  of 
the  kingdom  of  God,  “Men 
ought,  always  to  pray,  and  not 
to  faint,”  The  coming "  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  in  final  tri¬ 
umph  may  be  defayed,  but  we 
can  expect  It  with  eager  anti¬ 
cipation.. 

In  -  addition  to  this  wider 
meaning,  the  parable  has  ape- 
cifie  application  for  the  indi¬ 
viduals  prayer  life.  The  un¬ 
righteous  judge  of  course  does 
not  represent  God;  his  charac¬ 
ter  is  exactly  opposite  to  the 
character  of  God.  The  judge 
was  heartless  and  unscrupul¬ 
ous.  He  represented  power  ut¬ 
terly  void  of  sympathy  or 
mercy.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
widow  represgpted  utter  weak¬ 
ness  and  helplessness.  Sl)e  had 
no  money  to  offer  bribes  and 
no  Influence  to  exert  pressure. 
She  had  nothing  but  persist-" 
ence,  and  this  man  her  bold. 

The  unjust  judge  granted  her 
plea  .  to-  get  rid I  />f  her.  His 
worth,  “lest  by  her  continual 
ccming  she  weary  me,”  really 
mean  “lest  at  last  she  assault 
me  *whh  her  fists.”  This  may 
have  teen  humor,  but  it  shows 
that  the  widow  was  deadly  In 
earnest!  That  is  the  way  people 
ought,  to  pray.  If  a  heartless 
judge  will  finally  grant  justice 
cm  this  basts,  how  Infinitely 
much  njore  win  God  vindicate 
those  who  pray  with  persist¬ 
ence.

best  and  also  typical  of  their 
extreme  pride.  Doubtless  he 
went  up  to  the  Temple  dressed 
in  fine  clothing,  the  object  of 
many  warm  salutations  and  the 
admiration  of  the  socially  res¬ 
pectable;  With  a  parade  of  piety 
he  began  his  nraver.  Though 
he  addressed  God,  he  really 
"prayed  thus  with  himself.” 

His  prayer  seemed  to  be  an 
attempt  to  inform  God  about 
how  good  he  was.  Throughout, 
hlssplrlt  was  one  of  complac¬ 
ent  self-praise  and.  arrogant 
pride.  Actually,,  there  was  little 
reason  to  pray,  for  he  had  no 
sense  of  need  and  no  desire  to 
-praise  God.  His  pnyer  amount¬ 
ed  to  nothing  more  than  play¬ 
acting  before  men.  His  legalism 
and  vainglory  left  no  room  for 
penitence.  He  prayed  with  him- 
selfTand-he  continued  to  be  the 
same  self-righteous  and  sinful 
self  he  had  always  been. 

The  publican.  —  What  a  con¬ 
trast  to  tte  Pharisee!  "The  pub¬ 
lican  stoofl  afar  off.  conscious 
of  being  an  outcast.  With  an 
overwhelming  sense  of  guilt, 
would  not  even  lift  his  eyes  up 
toward  God  but  smote  his 
breast  with  grief  as  he  cried 
out  for  mercy.  He  felt  himself 
to  be  “the  sinner.”  for  that  is 
actually  what  he  said".  With  an 
awful  recognition  of  his  own 
shortcoming  —  whether  it  was 
dishonesty  or  impurity  or  un¬ 
belief  or  something  else  —  he. 
yearned  to-be  made  right  with 
God  and  to  receive  forgiveness 
for  his  sins,  . 

No  one  ever  exalts  himself 
when  he  sees  himself  before 
God.  Any  person  will  be  made 
humble  by  a  genuine  conscious¬ 
ness  of  the  nature  of  sin  and  | 
recognition  of  his  own  guilt 
When  n  person  comes  to  God 
in  the  spirit  of  the  publican,  he 
will  ge  down  to  his  house  Justi¬ 
fied.
